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| WOMAN AND HER HOME. © | 
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Dean Paviine.—Just as May is said to he 
the most unlucky wedding month, June is 
considered the luckiest. An old Roman say- 
ing runs: “It is good to the man, and happy 
to the maid, to wed in June.” 

This is probably why so many “ Banns” are 
published in parish churches during April and 
May. It is erm to obtain a licence where- 
by the publication of Banns is unnecessary ; 
and, in exceptional circumstances, a “special'' 
licence is obtainable, which authorises the 
marriage at any convenient time or place. 
Such a licence is mi cessary for one of those 
very charming ‘‘drawingroom  weddings,”’ 
that have become so popular lately. 

Old-fashioned people think the trousseau 
of to-day a very small affair. Our grand- 
mothers had such enormous stocks of clothing 
in the “ hottom drawer” that they must have 
been saddled for life with out-of-date articles. 
This, of course, would be out of the question 
lu these days of ever-changing fashions. 
Even one-year-old frocks have now to be re- 
modelled to make them wearable: so that 
the modern trovsseau is planned to Jast 
eighteen months at the most. 

This does not, of course, apply to house- 
hold linen, for of this useful commodity one 
could never have too much. 

The wedding gown usually reflects the in- 

dividuality of the bride. 
satin wWowadays can be replaced by char- 
meise, georgette, lamé. poult-de-soie, tissue 
and tulle, ete. For any quiet wedding a 
smart afternoon frock or tailor-made costume 
is considered more suitable. In case of the 
latter bouguets. can also be dispensed with, 
but not without due consideration for the 
actual holding of the bouquet gives occupa- 
tion to otherwise nervous fingers! And _ inci- 
dentally it gives the chief bridesmaid a little 
job during the actual ceremony. 
The custom of wearing orange blossoms 
at weddings is a very old one, but its yene- 
ral adoption in wreaths is comparatively 
modern. The June bride has the advantage 
of being able to procur» real orange blossoms, 
while brides of later months have to content 
themselves with the artificial flower. 

The orthodox wedding array is only per- 
missible once, so in the case of a widow re- 
marrying she must wear a coloured frock, 
and her bouquet sheuld be of the same shade 
as the frock, or at least as near the shade 
as possible. 

The parents of the bride have a very busv 
time before the wedding day, as they are 
responsible not only for the provision cf the 
trousseau. but also for the entertaining of 
the wedding guests, the decoration of the 
church, the arrangement of the church music, 
and also for the wedding reception. 

Invitations to the reception should be 
issued from twenty to ten days in advance.

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It was fashionable at one time to print 
wedding invitations in silver ink, but 
nowadays ordinary printing is considered 
better form. The wording of the invitation 
should be absolutely formal, and the invita- 
tion should be accepted or declined in the 
same manner. It is quite usual for. friends 
to enclose a friendly note for the bride with 
the formal reply. At the same time those 
invited to the wedding reciprocate the 
courtesy by sending a gift to the bride, and 
no matter how busy the bride-to-be may be 
she should acknowledge such gifts imme- 
diately. It is usual to display all the wed- 
ding presents before the wedding and at the 
wedding reception; afterwards they are 
packed up and forwarded to their new home. 

At weddings women should wear white or 
delicately tinted gloves, and their frocks 
should be as gay and pretty as the season 

ermits. Men should wear morning coats, 
ight trousers and silk hats. The bridegroom, 
best man and ushers usually wear button- 
holes. 

The duties of the best man really are very 
heavy, and, as he must be a bachelor, he 
has no one to help him on his way! In 
addition to having to attend to the payment 
of fees, tivping, etc., he has to accompany 
his very fussed friend (the bridegroom) to 
church, and there await the coming of the 
bride and bridesmaids. Standing to the rear 
at his friend’s right, he has to look after his 
hat, gloves, etc., and ascertain that he is in 
possession of the “ine.” The wedding ring 
is the pledge given by the bridegroom to 
avouch that he will perform his part of the 
contract. Latterly in many cases, especially 
in America, platinum rings, plain, chased, or 
diamond-studded, have replaced the solid gold 
band. It is, of course, quite a matter of 
choice. as any ring will suffice. I have heard 
that the fourth finger was chosen for the 
wedding ring because a very delicate nerve 
is said to run from its tip to the heart! 

As well as providing the wedding ring, the 
bridegroom sends bouquets to the bride, her 
bridesmaids. and his future mother-in-law. 
He also makes small presents, usually 
jewellery, to the bridesmaids. 

The duties of the latter include all possible 
assistance to the bride in the weeks preced- 
ing her wedding. During the wedding 
Service the chief bridesmaid constitutes her- 
self the bride’s “right hand ”: the others 
are merely ornamental. But later. when the 
cake is cut, all the bridesmaids help in its 
distribution among the guests. and after- 
wards. when the bride and groom have de- 
narted. they have the onerous job of packing 
the bride’s cake in cardboard boxes. addvress- 
ing, and posting it to all the friends of the 
happy couple.—Yours, with love,

PAINTING THE 
HOUSE. 


TS is the time of year for fresh paint. 


Doors and windows are being “* touched 

up, ceilings washed and whitewashed. 
F is wonderful how a little fresh paint helps 
to brighten a house. 

There are a tew points to be borne in 
mitid when painting woodwork oneself. If 
one is painting a door that is old and duty 
one must not attempt to put paint on it 
without preparation. If this be done the 
paint will sever dry. I saw a door the 
“ther day that was painted six months ago 
and the paint still comes off certain parts 1 
one "mó mw it. It will continue to come off 
unless the paint is burned off and the 
original woodwork left bare for Íresh paintiag. 
This paint was put on over old and very 
duty paint without being washed or emery 
paper having been applied. Even ordinary 
aoors and windows that are not out of re- 
pair and have been looked after should be 
washed down and then rubbed with emery 
paper. When putting on the paint one 
should be careful to put on very little at a 
time and work it well into the wood. Other- 
wise it streams down and forms clots and 
presents a very ugly appearance; and, 
furthermore, paint put on 'n this fashion has 


usually to be burnt off before the wood 
can be properly painted § again. The 
burning of paint is usually done 
with a special appliance kept by 


decorators, but a poker heated can be carried 
along a door to take off paint if it is done 
carefully by just skimming the surface with 
it. If two coats of paint are to be put on, 
ihe first should be allowed to dry thoroughly 
before the second is applied.

WY 71TH modern research into the dress, as 
well as the habits, of ancient times, 
we may safely assume that in Ulster 

the garments of the inhabitants, though in 

most cases rough and crude, were, at the 
same time, often tempered among the higher 
ranks with clothes of great value. 

There was, we know, from the earliest 
times, a trade with the outside world, and we 
read that the daughter of the renowned 
Malachy who wore the collar of gold .was 
robed, with her attendant maidens (all young 
men), in rich apparel on the night when the 
Danish Prince Inegerius was slain—that cruel 
tyrant who wrought such havoc throughout 
Ulster. : 

In some reminiscences of the middle of the 
last century there is a story told by the late 
Miss Margaret Chaigneau, a descendant of 
Count Peter Chaigneau, who fied to Ireland 
after the revocation of Edict of Nantes. She 
related that she was taken when quite a little 
child by her mother and some other friends 
to visit an old lady of royal descent from the 
ancient kings of Ireland. 


IRISH 


The Princess. 


The peasantry around her district always 
spoke of her as “the Princess,” and told 
many tales of her charities, though she was 
far from rica. The visit was engraven on 
Miss Chaigneau’s mind with a kind of 
romantic awe, which, perhaps, was heightened 
by retrospect. The visitors were conducted 
across a Tehatsiden into a castle whose out- 
ward appearance showed many marks of 
dilapidation, which the owners had not the 
means to repair. Ancient furniture of quaint 
and curious forms—among them the old- 
fashioned three-legged tables—filled the hall 
through which they passed and the drawing- 
room into which they were ushered, some of 
this furniture being upholstered. with the 
beautiful painted leather manufactured by 
Plantin, of Antwerp, and some with painted 
tapestry, still showing, however, the bold out- 
lines of medieval French designs, 

From a straight, high-backed armchair the 
Stately old lady rose to receive her guests. 
She was robed in a saffron-coloured silk dress, 
the royal colour of Ireland, and a black lace 
fichu. With grace and dignity she entertained 
her visitors, telling them many an anecdote of 
olden times, among others the story of her 
early girlhood, when she was demoiselle to 
one of the royal princesses at the racy Court 
of France near the close of the rule of the 
fifteenth Louis. 

Pancakes and rennet were served on price- 
less china by a little Irish-speaking maid, 
dressed in a red petticoat and a large yellow 
handkerchief pinned round her shoulders. 
The people on the princess’s secluded estate 
still wore a modification of the garments in 
vogue a hundred years before, adorned with 
the quaint and ornamental buttons in which 
they gloried,

The historian Eachard gives a description 
of the country people in his celebrated work 
entitled ‘Exact Description of Ireland,” 
dated 1691. He says: “The Irish are of 
middie stature, strong of body.” It was. 
possibly, for this strength of body and 
healthy physique that an Irish nurse was 
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selected by the parents oí the future King, 
Henry the Fourth, to nurse their infant son. 
Her name was Margaret Taaf, and, as the 
royal family always seemed to be much at- 
tached all their lives to those devoted women 
who cared for them in their infancy, we may 
hope that even the stern heart of Henry of 
Botingbroke had some little soft curner for 
the land of his faithful Margaret. 

Kachard on to inform us “ that the 
Irish are delighted with music, but especially 
with the harp and bagpipe, at the first of 
which many of them are very skilful. As for 
their attire, they commonly wear little jackets 
of woollen, and those very short; breeches 
most plain and close to their thighs. Over 
these they communly wear a mantle of shag 
rueggs, deeply fringed and well set out with 
many colours, within which they often Jap 
themselves and sleep on the very ground, 
They go for the most part bareheaded, unless 
it be when they put on a headpiece. They 
wear their hair Jong, and count it the greatest 
ornament. They women also make a great 
esteem of their hair, especially if it be golden 
colour and long withal—for they lay it out at 
full length plated in a bravery. They rather 
load than adorn their heads. with great 
quantities of fine linen, rolled up in wreaths.” 

Kachard also states that among the prin- 
cipal riches of the country are cloth and 
** freezes coarse rugs or shag mantles— 
which are ‘‘ vented’’ into foreign countries. 
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Chieftains’ Wives. 
The wives of the higher chieftains, how- 
ever, wore, particularly on state occasions, 


much more elaborate dresses. We have a 
glowing account of two celebrated feasts 


given by Margaret O'Conor, wife of the chief 
tain of Ophally, whose constant munificence 
relieved many “ learned bards,’’ as well as 
‘‘ all manner and sorts of the poor. ' From 
the account by the Four Masters of these 
two feasts in the year 1433 we can picture 
the scene of the Ban-Tierna, as she was 
called, sitting in state on the loft of the 
church at Rathangan, County Kildare, clad 
in cloth of gold, and shining like the sun, 


with the clergy and nregans around her, 
enjoying the spectacle of the assembly “sett 


at supper,” while her husband, O'Conor 
himself, sat on hórseback at the porch to 
the end, that all things might be done 
orderly and each one served in turn.’’ The 
hall of her own ‘‘strong house” at 
Rathangan could not contain all her humble 
guests, and so the church was filled again 
and again with the different relays. 


In a very rare work written before 
A.D. 1564, entitled ‘‘ Ditamundi,”’ by Boni- 
fazio Uberti, an Italian nobleman and con- 


temporary of Dante, Ireland is mentioned as 
“ worthy of fame for the excellent serges she 
sends us “—that is, to Italy. And in 1376 
there is another notice of Irish frieze, perhaps 
the first recorded. It is a statute which 
devises that no tax nor aulnage duty should 
be paid on clothes called ‘‘ Fryseware,’” made 
in ireland or in England of Irish wool. 
Among the list of goods which the collector 
of Pope Urban the Sixth was allowed to 
export, duty free from England in 1382, 
these mentioned five mantles of Irish cloth 
and a garment of russet lined with Irish 
cloth. Russet may have been a kind of 
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“russet worsted,’’ made at Lille, the Flemish 
name of the town is Ryssel; and this, lined 


with Irish cloth, would make a very warm 
garment.

We are informed from Capmany that in 


1420, while Henry the Fifth still ruled, Irish 
serge was in such repute in Spain that it 
was being imitated by the Catalonians, who 
were at that time the most skilful manu- 
facturers in Europe. 

here is a curious book on Irish trade by 
a Richard Lawrence, who seems to think 
that the country is completely lost because 
the people eat and dress according to their 
meaus. His remarks are amusing. He 
thinks that ‘‘fulness of bread is one of the 
impediments to Ireland's prosperity, which 
causes abundance of idleness as well as in 
Sodom.” And he quotes with approval Dr. 
Hall, Bishop of Etou, as follows :—‘‘ How 
the world has changed with us since britches 
of fic leaves and coats of skin! The earth 
yields gold, silver, rich stones. The sea, 
pearls; the air, feathers; the field, his 
stalks; the sheep, her fleece; the worm, 
her web, and all too little for one back.”’ 

Then he adds his own remarks :— 

“Wives of yeomen and tradesmen wear 
not only silk gowns, but oftimes two or three 
silk petticoats appear as they walked, one 
under another, which is intolerable expense 
upon the country! Even the carmen’s and 
porter’s wives wear silk hoods and scarves— 
cousuming the wealth of the kingdom.”’ 

We would like to glance over the private 
diary of this trate man’s wife—if she kept 
one—and hear her opinion. 

Stanihurst, writing about 1584. seems to 
have a different opinion of Irish prosperity. 
He was in Waterford, where, he says, “the 


young and old are addicted to thriving—the 
men to trafiic and the women to carding 
and spinning.

in Ireland. <A friend of mine, being of

In an entry made in London in 1696 it is 
stated ‘‘that there is a kind of linen made 
in the North of Ireland, some a yard wide, 
some three-quarters, and some half an ell, 
which are of great use for shirts, and wear 
very white and strong.” 

After the plantation of Ulster, Ireland 
acquired a commercial prosperity that she 
had never previously enjoyed. Sir John 
Davies, writing in 1612, observes that such 
was the prosperous state of the country that 
the revenue to the Crown had doubled itself 
in a very short time; that this caused by 
encouragement given to the maritime towns 
and cities, as well as to increase in. the 
trade of merchandise, as to cherish 
mechanical arts; and he triumphantly adds—

Semolina, which is regarded by some as the 
most nourishing of milk puddings, can be 
transformed into a really tempting chocolate 
mould by the addition of a little chocolate. 

Farola, which is so often scorned. can be 
made equally attractive by the addition of a 
single drop of cochineal. If set in tiny egs 
cups, and turned out as little pink castles, 
thev seldom fail to please. Jellies, with their 
varieties of colours—green, red, ie and 
vellow—can also be made use of, and, if made 
on milk. will form a welcome addition to the 
nursery menu. 

In this case, however, it is well to re- 
member that the milk should be boiled first 
and allowed to before adding to the 
melted jelly, as germs of any kind are said 
to vrow rapidly if set in gelatine, .

Trish Roads. 


Motoring through the South of Ireland 
last. week, writes a correspondent, I could 
not help noticing the marked difference 
between the condition of the main roads 
in the rural districts and those in urban 
areas. The country roads, without excep- 
tion, were all well made, with good, hard 
surfaces, and there was a complete 
absence of those unpleasant clouds of dust 
that one experienced in former years.

From Newsboy to Financier.

The mention of Luttrelstown Castle, 
writes a correspondent, recalls one of the 
most remarkable romances connected with 
the history of the County Dublin. In 
succession to the somewhat unlovely race 
who were the original owners, the Castle 
came into the possession of the White 
family, and therein hangs the tale. Luke 
White had come over from the Isle of 
Man to Dublin, a poor boy, in 1781. He 
began life selling newspapers about the 
streets, and for some time he kept a little 
bookstall on Ormond quay. Later on he 
became clerk to an auctioneer, whose 
business consisted largely in the sale of 
books and libraries. 

He showed skill in figures and accounts, 
and his attention and integrity so recom- 
mended him that he finally succeeded to 
the business. and his undertaking pros- 
pered, Good luck followed him in every 
speculation, and he amassed so much 
wealth that he was in a position to offer 
the then Lord Lieutenant, Earl of Hard- 
wicke, the loan .of £500,000 at 5 per cenf. 
The Luttrelstown estate being then in the 
market, Luke White purchased it from 
the owner, Lord Carhampton, in whose 
family it had been for six hundred years. 
The purchase was regarded as giving 
great offence to the aristocracy,’’ and 
the noble owner wrote to say that his 
family objected to the sale being carried 
out, and he sought to withdraw from it. 
But Mr. White retorted by saving that 
‘‘ when he enters into a bargain he always 
carries it out and he intends to compel 
Lord Carhampton to do tho same.”’

The Lure of Lucan. 


| ‘Dublin's Growth. 


The reference made in the “ Diary”’ 
to the enormous development of Dublin’s 
northern suburbs reminds a correspondent 
that it is just exactly two hundred years 
avo since the city gave unmistakable signs 
that it was about to extend outside the 
old limits which had so long circum- 
scribed it. Brooking’s map, so often 
alluded to by Sir John Gilbert in nis 
history of the city, and also by Warburton 
and Walsh, shows how many waste 
places which had for years been dumping 
grounds, or recreation areas, for the 
humbler citizens, were beginning to be 
gradually built over. The map was 
printed in 1728, and indicates that several 
of the mean and squalid lanes of the first 
quarter of the eighteenth century had been 
converted into noble highways on which 
palatial residences were built. One of the 
most important of these new streets was 
Marlborough street, which then extended 
only as far south as Abbey street Lower, 
the intervening space, which was soon 
afterwards reclaimed, being overflooded 
by the Liffey.

They have won two 
of their first-class matches, against Derby- 
shire and Cambridge University, and 
drawn the other thiee, against Essex, 
Oxford University and Surrey, but they 
led on the first inmings every time, even 
against Surrey, who nearly beat them. 
This compares very well with the Austra- 
lians’ record in May two years ago. 

In and out batting has been the main 
weakness, one largety due to lack of 
experience of turning wickets, a handicap 
from which they should not suffer to-day 
in the College Park. 

Mr. R. K. Nunes has proved himselí. a 
capable captain, and his policy of going 
in No. 9 has been justified more than 
once, as his steady batting has pulled the 
side out of several difficult positions.

Apart altogether front the way the 
match may go, we are assured of first- 
class cricket; and it is up to cricketers, 
past, present and to come, to rally to the 
support of the Cricket Union. Probably 
only the Secretary, Mr. G. J. Bonass, has 
any knowledge of the difficulties faced 
and overcome, and, in recugnition of his 
work, I hope to see the College Park well 
filled throughout the next three days.

Té THE EDITOR OF TILA IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—I am informed that it is the inten- 
tion of the Free State Parliament to abolish 
the second degree of druggist. The Poisons 
aud Pharmacy Acts of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment were framed to suit the needs of a 
country hke Ireland. The bill, as I under- 
stand, that is about to be introduced in 
the Dail is. framed, as the Northern Ireland 
bill was, by those interested in the sale of 
drugs and medical prescriptions, and for 
the benefit of men who have passed certain 
examinations of a more or less high degree. 
The result will be that the drug trade will 
be confined to those who have taken out 
degrees which cost, or will cost, considerable 
time and money, and the poor farmer. will 
not be able to get a pound of sheep-dip, 
Sixpence worth of rat poison or a pint of 
disinfectant except from one of those high- 
class chemists, who will look down upon 
sar, trade and, perhaps, will charge accord- 

gly. 

My advice to the Free State farmers is to 
oppose this measure tooth and nail. and to 
keep to the old grade of drug retailer, given 
them by a legislature which knew its busi- 
ness and what the Irish farmer required.—

A CHARACTER OF SURPRISES. 
a 


(By “ OBLIGATO.”) 


OR as many years as any of us can 
F remember, the standard woit: o- the 
life and music of Johann Sebastian Bach 
was that by Spitta. All writers on 
niusical subjects knew it and referred to 
it. Some day it might be proper to pro- 
duce a new edition, with some footnotes, 
perhaps, and possibly an appendix or 
two. As to an entirely new study of 
Bach, no one even thought of it. Spitta 
comprehensive, authoritative, and

was 
final. 
Something like astonishment, therefore, 
came upon musicians some twenty years 
ago when they became aware that a new 
study of Bach was available, ana that it 
was of such a quality that it had to be 
taken into account at least as much as 
Spitta’s great work, and to some extent 
it even replaced Spitta. Now, in fact, 
for a Bach reference one quotes Schweitzer 
as regularly as one used to auote Spitta. 

Who, then, was this Schweitzer whose 
name suddenly counted in music? 
Another surprise: he was a professor of 
theology. He is said to have startled the 
theological world as he startled musicians. 
His book. ‘‘The Quest of the Historical 
Jesus,’’ commanded attention as surely 
as his study of Bach. Later, his name 
thus known, his later work on the Pauline 
Epistles received the respectful attention 
of ‘theologians, while musicians crowded 
to his organ recitals and made note of his 
suggestions for improvements in organ 


design. 
A MEDICAL MISSION. 


During that period, however—the years 
preceding the outbreak of war—the pro- 
fessor was preparing himself to appear in 
yet another guise. Knowledge of this 
third phase of Dr. Albert Schweitzer's 
career came to me only lately, when I 
found a biographical note on him in the 
new ‘‘Grove’s Dictionary.’ Schweitzer, 
it appeared now, was not primarily musi- 
cian or theologian, but the leader of a 
missionary enterprise, founded and main- 
tained by himself, in Equatorial Africa: 
Here is the story in the concise wording 
of ‘‘ Grove ’’ :— 

‘“Tf one interest may be said to have 
absorbed him more than others it has 
been his work as a medical missionary in 
Equatorial Africa, where he now lives 
and works. It was in the Congo that he 


began his work on J. 8. Bach. .... He 
(the celebrated 


engaged with Widor

organist of the Société J. S. Bach in 
Paris, which he helped to found; and in 
1922, after more than four years in 
Africa, he gave a number of organ recitals 
in European cities (including one at 
Westminster Abbey), devoting the pro- 
ceeds to the medical mission which he 
had established in Africa.’’ 

Incidentally, ‘‘Grove’’ notes that his 
study of Bach was published first in 
French, and expanded later to the German 
work which is its standard form. 

With all this in mind, I seized with 
interest the little beok on Schweitzer 
published within the past fortnight.

STRASSBURG AND PARIS. 


In this book Dr. Schweitzer is regarded 
from the missionary angle, and the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the book will be 
devoted to Dr. Schweitzer’s Hospital 
Fund. Musicians will find in it little 
reference to their own subject, but they 
will not fail to be attracted by the figure 
that is presented to them. Some extracts 
from the doctor’s own account of his 
mission, as given in his book ‘On the 
Edge of the Primeval Forest,’’ follow a 
character-study by Mr. W. Montgomery, 
the English translator of Dr. Schweitzer’s 
theological works. 

Albert Schweitzer is the son of the 
vicar of Gunsbach, in Upper Alsace, and 
his Alsatian origin explains why his life 
has been based on Paris as much as ón 
German centres. He studied philosophy 
and theology at Strassburg, Berlin and 
Paris, and organ studies begun at Strass- 
burg were continued at Paris under 
Widor. Some years before the war he 
became seized with the conviction that it 
was his duty “to go out and work as a 
bringer of help and health to some portion 
of the primitive populations of the 
world.’’ To this end he took up the study 
of medicine, completing the qualifying 
course at Strassburg, and adding a post- 
craduate course in tropical medicine at 
Paris. 

In 1913 he went out with his wife, who 
is a trained nurse, to a missionary station 
at Lambaréné, in French Equatorial 
Africa. The Society responsible for the 
station gave him in return for his medical 
services to its staff a site with a house 
and a hospital building, both of the 
primitive character usual in those parts, 
and he performed his first operations in 
a disused fowl-house ! 


ETHICS IN PRACTICE. 


In 1917 he and Frau Schweitzer were 
interned in France, and Dr. Schweitzer 
occupied his time with work on a treatise 


planned in four volumes, the first two of 


which have been published “The 
Decay and Restoration of Civilisation ' 
and ‘‘ Civilisation and Ethies.’’ After 
the war, although his wife’s health pre- 
vented her return to the Tropics, and he 
himself had offers of professorships from 
all over Europe, he resolved to reopen his 
hospital at Lambaréné. He worked there 
froin April, 1924, to July, 1927, “ nearly 
a twelvemonth lower than any European 
ought to remain in that climate without 
a holiday in Europe.” 

The ways of men of genius often are 
peculiar. Frau Schweitzer, with her 
daughter, had gone from their home in the 
Black Forest of Germany to ebtain dental 
treatment at Strassburg, and in a street 
of the town she suddenly recognised her 
husband. He had come home unan- 
nounced ' 

By giving philosophy lectures and organ 
recitals in various countries of Europe, 
Dy. Schweitzer has obtained new funds 
fov his work, and by now, I presume, has 
departed for a further spell at his humane 
task in Africa. Civilised peoples, he 
holds, are burdened with a great load of 
guilt with respect to the coloured peoples, 
and any benefit we can give them is '' not 
benevolence but atonement.’’

FETE AT KILRUDDERY. 

Is it really true that the Iittle sylvan 
theatre at Kilruddery was made for the 
Abbots of St. Thomas, and that early miracle 
plays were performed there before the 
Brabazons got the estate and before Shake- 
speare was born’ On those grassy tiers 
where visitors sat last Saturday to watch 
the performance of ‘‘ A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” had the monks of St. Thomas so sat 
and watched plays in the early sixteenth cen- 
tury, and probably .earlier still? Did their 
eyes see then the young branches of that 
spreading bay tree, whereunder Titania’s 
bower now was set—which gave, too, its dark 
foliage and its shadowy hollows to be the 
best of background for bright ‘‘ weeds of 
Athens ” there displayed in Shakespeare's 
revel ? 

A hundred years before Shakespeare's Globe 
Theatre was made, did spectators sit, row 
above row, in that hedge-enclosed place to 
be edified (and, net too patently, amused) by 
pageant and mime and declamation, not much 
Jess crude, perhaps, than the “most lament- 
able comedy’’ of Shakespeare's '“ hempen 
homespuns swaggering here ’’ on Saturday? 

Imaginations played with contrasts and 
combinations, for the local chronicles do say 
that the theatre in Kilruddery garden was 
made while the estate still was the country 
place of the powerful Abbots of the Abbey of 
St. Thomas in Dublin, and there is nothing 
to suggest the slightest altering of its con- 
struction and appearance in the centuries 
between. The dark recesses of the woody 
enclosure well may have hidden the ghost of 
some old Lord Abbot, blinking at the summer 
sunlight and muttering to itself: “ What, a 
play toward! I'll be an auditor; an actor, 
too, if I see cause.”’ 


lf the ghost were there it saw no cause to. 


be actor, for all the actors whom Saturday's 
Spectators saw were accounted fur on the pro- 
gramme. They were the same as on the pre- 
vious night had given the same play in a 
Dublin garden, and they will play again (if 
weather permits) in another Dublin garden 
to-night. Nowhere else, however, can they 
have again the ideal setting for their play 
that they had on Saturday, the sylvan theatre 
at Kilruddery on a day of perfect weather. 
It compelled the thought that for such a 
theatre, rather than for a city forum, must 
the young poet from the country have written 
his woodland comedy. If at distant Kil- 
ruddery an Abbot's park contained such a 
theatre, is it not likely that in Shake- 
speare’s home country, in Shakespeare's time, 
at least one such sylvan theatre was to be 
found? It most likely that what was 
made at Kilruddery was only copied from 
what had been made in many a park in Eng- 
land, and still might be used in Shakespeare’s 
day. 

At Kilruddery the playing of “A Mid. 
summer Night's Dream ” by the clever com- 
pany, under Mr, Frank Fay’s direction 
(among whom special mention again must be 
made of Miss Betty Chancellor for her Puck 
and Mr. Edgar Keatinge for his Bottom). 
was only one, though the chief, among many 
attractions of a féte held at the instance of 
the Irish Women Citizens’ Association in aid 
of the National Cancer Campaign (Ireland), 
Others included a concert by Miss Bay Jellett 
and Miss Winifred Bury, a number of side- 
shows arranged by Mrs. Pringle, and the 
pleasure of having tea al! freseo on one of the 
beautiful lawns bseide Kilruddery House. A 
number of Bray ladies had arranged the tea. 
and, as the glorious weather of the dav had 
favoured the enterprise in the highest degree. 
they were called on to supply some 450 teas 
to visitors and helpers. Other ladies made a 
fine success of the ice-cream business. 

Not least of the pleasures of the afternoon 
was that of wandering through the beautiful 
gardens of Kilruddery, now at the height of 
their beauty. ‘‘ Quaint mazes in the wanton 
green, hiding from the central view nume- 
rous parties of the visitors, made a difficulty 
In assessing the attendance, but it must have 
been very large. Lord Ardee, to whose 
generosity it due that Kilruddery was 
available as the perfect scene fer such an 
event, was at home, and showed himself 
yersonally anxious for the success of the 
éte. ”

Corporation claim £31,000 from the Harbour 
Commissioners in respect of maintenance and 
upkeep of the quays, 

Mr. Phelps, KC. said that it had been 
suggested that there seemed to be a spirit of 
friction hetween the Harbour Commissionrs 
and the Corporation, and that there was an 
unwillingness on the part of the Harbour 
Board to honour their obligations. — There 
‘was no foundation for that. There were 
prec of friction, but they knew now that 
he causes of that friction had passed away. 
The Harbour Commissioners were always 
ready and willing to pay whatever was due 
by them ih law, but they were not ready. 
nor were they empowered by law, to honour 
claims which were not payable by them in 
law under the Act in question. 

In 1919 owirig to the exigencies of the wa 
the Harbour Board found themselves in the 
position that they could not carry on unless 
they got additional powers to increase their 
revenue, and in 1919 for the first time they 
went tc Parliament to get liberty to charge 
tonnage fees on cargo. Up to that time 
there were no charges in the Port of Water 
ford as against cargo, except what was 
known as water bailiffs fees, the origin of 
which was Jost in mystery. By an arrange 
ment those fees were divided into two-thirds 
and one-third. Two-thirds were peid to the 
Harbour Board on their taking over liability 
to do certain works. The Harbour Board 
took over that liability, and they had spent 
money on certain works. It had been proved 
that they spent £90,000 on harbour improve- 
ments. The other one-third had been paid 
regularly to the Corporation free of any such 
obligations. That one-third—over £1,000 a 
year—represented contributions due out of 
shipping revenue towards Corporation funds. 
The Harbour Board believed that that money 
was applied properly to Corporation pur: 
pees and for the relief of the ratepayers 

hat meant that the ratepayers of Waterford 
had been relieved to the extent of that con- 
tribution out of the revenues of the harbour 
of tax which they would otherwise have to 
pay. 


THE BUILDING OF THE QUAY. 

The Harbour Board did not deny that the 
Corporation owned the bed a the soil 
of the river, but they did deny that 
they built the quay. When this Act 
was [Ésstad in 1919 the Corporation opposed 
the bill, and sought to get Parlianrentary 
sanction to the payment by the Commissioners 
to the Corporation of a sum per year repre- 
senting the interest on the money which the 
Corporation had expended on the quays. They 
put that at £34,000, and 5 per cent. on that 
was £1,700, which was the sum that the 
Corporation tried to get per annum. The 
Harbour Commissioners challenged that, but 
they offered that, if the Corporation could 
prove that they expended £34,000, they would 
pay it. In spite of all their efforts the 
Corporation were unable to prove it. 

In respect to the claim now before them, 
Mr. Phelps said that was brought in another 
form. During the discussion in Parliament 
in connection with the 1919 bill counsel on 
both sides, by instructions of their clients, put 
their heads together with the object of seeing 
whether they could agree on a certain figure, 
and a clause was agreed to which got rid of the 
opposition. They then tried to see if some 
basis could not be arrived at by which Parlia- 
ment would give to the Commissioners power 
to spend some portion of the revenue derived 
from shipping on harbour improvements. The 
result was that the agreed clause took form 
in Section 35 of the Act; that was to say, the 
Commissioners should pay certain contribu- 
tions towards the upkeep of what was known 
as the quays as apart from that portion kept 
by the Harbour Commissioners. 

Counsel urged on the aprbitrator that he 
was there for the purpose of ascertaining the 
amount that was payable by the Commis- 
sioners to the Corporation under that section. 

Evidence was then given on behaif of the

"buses were provided by the contractors 
to convey visitors from Dublin and other 
places to the scene.

GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE.

Mr. McCarthy, Chairman of the Wexford 
County Council. proposed the toast of 
‘‘Saorstat Eireann,” coupling with it the 
name of Mr. Mulcahy. From the number 
of public bodies in Leinster represented 
there it seemed that more §nterest was taken 
outside the county than in it in the con- 
struction of that road. He hoped that the 
result would fully justify the efforts which 
were made to carry out the work. For his 
own part, he was sure that the money spent 
would give good results. ‘Ihe advance of 
heavy motor traffic had made this road 
construction necessary, and the contractors 
had done their work well and expeditiously. 
Starting in June, the company had finished 
in the following February. The Government 
had financed the work by a grant to the 
Council, and to some extent it was carried 
out on the Government specification. At 
every stage of the work they had found Mr, 
Quigley, the Local Government Roads Engi- 
neer, anxious and willing to help. Mr. Barry, 
the County Surveyor, on whom the burden of 
the work naturally fell, had thrown his heart 
and soul into if. 

To complete the work, side-filling, not pro- 
vided for in the origina! estimate, had to be 
done. This cost £4,000, and to meet the 
additional expenditure the County Council 
had to utilise some of the money which was 
allocated for the completion of the trunk, road 
section through the town of Enniscorthy. If 
that had not been done immediately the road 
would be somewhat dangerous. They would 
also have to utilise for this purpose some of 
the money out of ordinary revenue. There 
were tourist roads in that county which the 
County Council could not afford to put into 
proper condition. He hoped that next year 
the Minister would bear these roads in mind, 
and give them money to put them into a 
condition pleasing to tourists. — 

GOVERNMENT POLICY. 

With regard to roads generally, the policy 
of the Government had been a bold one, and 
the roads of the Free State had vastly im- 
proved during the past few years. Road 
maintenance, he added, was a great burden 
on the local ratepayers, and if reconstruction 
were to be carried out the charge should be 
a national one. The Minister's visit showed 
that they had in the Government men of 
ability and energy who took a deep interest 
in their work and in the welfare of the coun- 


try. 

Alderman Corish, T.D., Mayor of Wexford, 
supported the toast. The work would not 
have” been done but for the. whole-hearted 
help they received from the Local Government 
Department. He hoped that the road would 
ultimately extend from Wexford to Dublin. 
Mr. David Frame, Chairman, Wicklow 
County Council, also supported the toast. He 
said that the opening of that road was a 
recognition of the fact that roads and road 
transport would be important factors in the 
future life of the country. The time had 
come for the Government to raise sufficient 
capital to reconstruct all important roads. 
The new road would relieve the Wexford 
County Council of considerable expense for 
the next -ten years- 
Mr. Mulcahy acknowledged the toast. He 
said that in no work that he had been as- 
sociated with had he met a more energetic 
or self-sacrificing body of officials than those 
of his own Department, together with the 
members and officials of public bodies whom 
they had to meet. It was the greatest pos- 
sible credit to their people that it had been 

ssible to carry out the changes which had 
Goth made in local government during the 
past few years without confusion and with 
so much harmony. The work which brought 
them there was one that gave them confidence 
in Irish organisation and Trish workmen. They 
could risk praising the Enniscorthy-Wexford 
road because the knew the ingredients that 
had been used to put it together.

QUARRY HOLE MURDER.

POLICE INVESTIGATIONS. 

The week-end was spent by the special 
men of the Civic Guard who are investigat- 
ing the brutal Louth murder in following up 
the clues which have come into their pos- 
session. The fate of Miss Mary Callan, the 
housekeeper of Kilcurry, is the sole topic of 
conversation throughout the county. 

That the girl could have disappeared for 
such a loug time without a suspicion of foul 
play being entertained is due to the extra- 
ordinary’ manner in which the participants 
in the crime covered up all _ traces of a 
murder. There was every indication that 
she had left the place of her own free will 
in the disappearance of her bicycle, and in 
the assumption that in going she had taken 
with her the best clothes that she possessed. 
One small item alone caused a different 
opinion to be entertained. A girl who had 
formerly helped in the housework during 
busy. periods remarked that it was strange 
that Mary, having taken her good clothes, 
should also have taken the one hat which 
she disliked, Such a thing was unusual in a 
woman. When a garden was dug and 
remnanis of the girl’s clothes were found it 
was definitely established that she had not 
taken her good clothes with her, 

In an accident which occurred while at 
work at Culleville, County Armagh, some 
vears ago. the girl sustained a serious injury 
to one of her fingers, but it is yet impossible 
to say whether the pathologists will able 
to deduce anything from the remains in rela- 
tion to this fact.

Peking’s Fate. 


After almost seventeen years of more or 
continuous civil war, China now 
seems to be approaching at least a 
temporary rest from her troubles. On 
last Friday Marshal Chang Tso-lin, the 
leader of the Northern troops in possession 
of Peking, sent for the foreign represen- 
tatives, and informed them that he was 
about to evacuate the city and retire with 
his soldiers into his native Manchuria. 
He announced that he would leave at 
midnight on Saturday, but undertook 
that before his departure he would make 
full arrangements for the protection of 
foreign interests and the prevention of 
looting, pending the arrival in the city of 
the victorious armies of the South. These 
armies are three in number. One, which

Unknown Lands. 


The Royal Geographical Society of Aus- 
tralasia, it is stated, proposes to organise 
an expedition to explore a section of the 
interior of the Continent roughly equal 
in size to the island of Tasmania and 
larger than the combined areas of Belgium 
and Holland. The announcement calls to 
mind the fact that a considerable portion 
of the earth’s surface remains unmapped, 
with even its most important geographical 
features either wholly unknown or subject 
to contradictory report. The Polar regions, 
of course, are obvious cases in point, 
despite the impetus afforded to their ex- 
ploration through the development of 
aeronautics. An ordinary map of the 
area confined within the Antarctic Circle, 
in particular, is still largely a blank, 
invaded only here and there by the routes 
of exploring expeditions under Scott, 
Amundsen and others. On the edge of 
the southern seas one may find the names 
of many lands; but as yet they are 
merely names. Their size, their contours 
remain a mystery. Nor are these bleak 
and icebound areas the only ones un- 
mapped. Central Africa, the Sahara, 
Arabia, Tibet, Chinese Turkestan and 
Siberia also offer opportunity for much 
further exploration. In Australia early 
travellers seem to have left directly con- 
flicting descriptions of the region to be 
visited by the expedition of the Geo- 
graphical Society. Thus one group found 
a-fertile land, with Jakes, rivers and 
meadows, while another appears to have 
discovered simply a desert waste. Professor 
J. W. Gregory, who travelled round Lake 
Eyre, reported that he had seen nothing 
on earth more desolate than its stony 
plains. He confirmed, however, the 
artesian, or sub-artesian, character of the 
country, and declared that it possessed 
great possibilities if this underground 


water could be brought to the surface.

A ‘‘ Wireless’’ Pioneer. 


One of the pioneers of “ wireless ” 
telephony has just died im Kentucky, 
a lonely and  disillusionised man. 
Nathan Stubblefield started his ex- 
periments in the subject as long ago 
as 1892, well before he had ever 
heard of Marconi. Ten years later he 
gave out an interview in which he pre- 
dicted broadcasting and other wireless 
developments. ‘‘I can now,” he said, 
“telephone a mile without wires. The 
system can be developed until messages 
can be sent and heard all over the 
country, to Europe, all over the 
world... . . My apparatus eventually 
will be used for the general transmission 
of news of every description. My 
apparatus will work equally as well 
through air and water as it does through 
the earth ; it will convey messages between 
land and sea from vessels in any part of 
the ocean to other vessels or their owners 
on land if each carry transmitters and 
receivers; it can be used on moving 
trains, so that they may be spoken to 
between stations, and thus prevent 
accidents.” At the same time Stubblefield 
gave a demonstration of his apparatus at 
Philadelphia. It proved successful up to 
a point, but the inventor failed to secure 
sufficient capital to develop his scheme. 
Of late years he had lived like a hermit 
in a small house in Calloway County, 
refusing all offers of help. The first paid 
Marconigram, it is interesting to note in 
this connection, was transmitted just 
thirty years ago yesterday, four years 
before the Stubbletield demonstration.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE AND 
GAELIC, 

Opening a garden féte at Ness Castle, In-

AN IRISH SCHOLAR. 


----—-- 
SIR GEORGE GRIERSON’'S 
CAREER. 


Sir George Abraham Grierson, K.C.1.E., 
who receives the Order of Merit “in 
recognition of his eminent position as an 
‘Oriental scholar and of the value to the 
Empire of his werk on Indian languages 
and dialects,” is one of the most distin- 
guished Irishmen of his generation. 


Born at Glenageary, Co. Dublin, in 
1851, he is the eldest son of George 
Abraham Grierson, LL.D. He was 


educated at St, Bees and Shrewsbury and 
at Trinity College, Dublin. where he shone 
in mathematics and in Hindustani and 
Sanskrit. He received honorary degrees 
from Halle University, Dublin University, 
and Cambridge University, and was elected 
Fellow of Calcutta University. 


In 1873 he went to the East as 
a member of the Indian Civil 
Service, and he had a distinguished 


career in various administrative posts. He 
found work after his own heart and ap- 
propriate to his peculiar talents and 
unique knowledge of. Oriental tongues 
when the Government of India put him 
in charge of the linguistic survey of the 
Indian Empire in 1898. 

For four vears he was envaged in this 
work, and he is said to have acquired 
a working knowledge of some 200 
languages and dialects. 

His brilliant services, not merely to the 
Indian Empire, but to . philological 
science, were recognised by honours whicir 
were showered upon him by learned bodies 
and associations throughout the civilised 
world. 

Sir George is the author of numerous 


grammars of obscure Oriental] tongues, 
and editor and translator of Indian 
literature.

The curtain was rung down on the 
dictatorship of Marshal Chang Tso-lin 
last night, when he departed for Mukden, 
Manchuria, sandwiched among the trains 
leaving Peking, carrying his numerous 
bodyguard, and evacuating soldiers. 

When the Nationalists will enter the 
city is not determined yet, but they will 
probably wait the extrication of the 
Manchurian armies, which are still 
cluttering the traffic. 

Which of the three Nationalist leaders 
will enter the city first has also not been 
decided. General Feng Yu-hsiang is par- 
ticularly anxious to enter the city from 
which he retreated two years ayo. 

CABINET'’S HEADQUARTERS. 

The Welfare (Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Wang Shi-shan, former 
Premier, has assumed control of the city 
during the interval between the evacuation 
of the Northerners and the entrance of 
the Nationalists. The police will carry 
out the orders of this committee. 

The programme of the Southerners has 
not as yet been announced. It is believed 
that a Commissioner of Foreign Affairs 
will be installed in Peking, while the 
Chinese Cabinet will remain in Nanking. 


the present Nationalist capital. These 
oficers will be merely nominal, as the 
Nationalist Government is under the 
control of an -executive committee of 
leaders. 


The impression prevails here that the 
capital will not be moved until after the 


Nationalist (ongress, which will be held 
possibly a year fiom now. At this meet- 
ing a constitution will be drafted for 


China, and all plans made by the Nation- 
alists for the control of China. 


FUTURE OF MANCHURIA. 


It is possible that, following the Con- 
gress, Peking may be named as the official! 
capital, 

Regarding the Nationalist attitude 
towards foreign treaties, it is apparent 
that the policy will be to ignore the exist- 
ence of all such pacts, and carry on as in 
the piovinces, which were previously 
organised. 

Concerning Manchuria, it seems settled 
that no effort will be made to carry on 
the campaign there, but the Nationalists 
apparently will consolidate within the 
Great Wall for the first year or so, 
although there is much sentiment for the 
eventual recovery of Manciuria, even at 
the expense of a clash with Japan. 

Such a proceeding is still far distant, 
however, the chief effort at present being 
to consolidate or palliate the various 
Nationalist factions who are likely to 
demand more spoils than are available. 
This feeling among the Nationalists is 
causing foreign residents much uneasi- 
ness as to what will happen when the 
Southerners finally enter Peking. 


THE ADVANCE GUARD. 

The Southerners. have advised the 
Japanese Government that General Tut. 
Chin Glin, with a party of soldiers, wii: 
enter the city before the formal entrance 
as ‘temporary Provost-Marshal. This 
jorce will co-operate with the police to 
cuell any disturbance which may result 
fron. the entrance of Southern troops.

A GREAT EXODUS. 
PERING, Saturday. 

The railway station presents an extra- 
ordinary appearance this evening, pre- 
paratory to the departure of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin and his army for Man- 
churia. The sidings are filled with trains, 
officials, and the platforms are piled high 
most of which are packed with troops and 
with luggage of all descriptions—furni- 
ture, motor cars and perambulators. 

The space between the great stacks of 
ceods is crowded with soldiers, and a 
number of women and children, who hope 
to obtain seats in the trains. Motor cars, 
lanen with belongings, dash up to the 
station continually, and add to the con- 
gestion. 

Large numbers of troops are crowding 
through the city gates on their way to 
Manchuria by road. There are no signs 
of panic to be seen anywhere, and the 
soldiers are orderly and good humoured. 


FOR THE SAKE OF PEACE. 


In an interview which he. granted 
yesterday afternoon to representatives of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Chang Tso-lin 
said that in view of the critica] situation, 
and, because of the welfare of the country 
which he had at heart, he had withdrawn 
his troops from the various fronts for the 
sake of peace. His relations with the 
merchants and people of Peking had been 
cordial. He did not want to leave with- 
out arranging for the preservation of 
order in the capital. He had, therefore, 
asked Wang Shih Chen, the -elder states- 
man, to take over responsibility for the 
preservation of order in Peking, and he 
asked the merchants to have no fear, but 
to be loyal to Wang Shih Chen. 

There appears to be a distinct prospect 
that Peking will change hands without 
serious disturbances. 

The Northern withdrawel is proceeding 
very slowly. The line from Liuliho to 
Machang is still held by the Southerners, 
who show no signs of pressing the Feng- 
tien follewers. There is still a consider- 
able gap between the forces.

In view of the stern orders issued by 
the police forbidding any gatherings in

accordingly, the Theatre Square, which 
during the past week has been the scene 
of so many encounters between demonstra- 
tors and the police, is abandoned except 
by people going to market. 

During the last two days there have 
been demonstrations in various provincial 
towns, as, for instance, at Skoplye and 
Sarajevo, but these apparently were 
merely echoes of last week's excitement it, 
Belgrade. 

Althongh the popular agitation about 
the Nettuno Corventions 1s tending to 
subside, the opposition’s campaign, which 
is based partly on the public disapproval 
of the concessions to Italy, is now mainly 
directed against the general methods of 
the Vikichevitch Cabinet. 

A ‘long list of interpellations on the 


actions of the Government, ranging from. 


protests against the inadequacy of its 
foreign policy to the violence of the 
gendarmes in suppressing patriotic 


demonstrations. has heen registered in the 
Skupshtina. The opposition proposed bv 
this means completely te obstruct the 
work of the Skupshtina and to render 
impossible the passage of urgent bills. 
including that for the ratification of the 
Nettuno Convention, so as to make the 
Cabinet's position untenable. 

This campaign is al] the more effective 
as the Prime Minister has been morally 
weakened by the squabble in his own 
Radical Party. 

The confidant of Dr. Marinkovitch, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. Shumen- 
kovitch, a Minister without portfolio, left 
for Prague vesterday, presumably in order 
io strengthen the liaison with the Czecho- 
Slovak Government, during the meeting 
of the Council] of the League, and 
prepare for the meeting of the Ministers 
of the J.ittle Entente which has been fixed 
for June 16th at some place in Rumania.

REPLY TO THE ITALIAN

COMPENSATION PROMISED 
FOR LOSSES. 

Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BELGRADE, Saturday. 
The following is the reply of the Yugo- 
Slav Government to the Italian Govern- 
ment on the subject of the recent anti- 
Italian riots in Yugo-Slavia, which has 
been transmitted by Dr. Marinkovitch, 
the Yugo-Slav Foreign Minister, to the 

Italian Minister in Belgrade : — 

“I ask you to express to the Italian 
Government the most sincere regret of the 
Royal Government for the deplorable 
incidents which have been ascertained. to 
nave occurred on May 26 and 27 at 
Sebenico and Spalato. 

“The Roya] Government, as soon as it 
knew of the uravity of the disorders at 
these two places, took. the requisite 
measures to prevent the possibility of a 
recurrence of similar incidents both at 
Sebenico and Spalato and elsewhere, and 
reinforced the police at places where they 
were insufficent. 

“The Royal Government believes that 
these events could not have happened at 
Sebenico and Spalato, but for the fact 
that the local authorities, not laving 
been able to foresee the grave turn which 
the demonstration might take, and, in 
fact, suddenly did take, following the 
spread of false or exaguerated reports on 
the subject of demonstrations at Zara, had 
not at their disposal at the moment the 
force requisite for the suppression of the 
demonstrations.

‘“The Minister of the Interior took 
measures to reinforce the police forces, 
which were not of sufficient number, and 


at the same time ordered an inquiry to 
determine the responsibility. of the officials 
charged with the maintenance of order in 
these two places with a view to the inflic- 
tion of penalties on any who might 
eventually be found guilty of negligence 
in the accomplishment of their duty. 

‘“ Moreover. with a view to being able 
to make gocd the damage caused by the 
disorders, he has given orders for estimates 
to be drawn up so as to assess the com- 
pensation for individuals and institutions 
which sustained loss and damage. 

“It is needless to add that all persons 
arrested and found guilty of these acts 
will be punished in accordance with the 
law. 

“As then the Yugo-Slav Government is 
in complete agreement with the demand 
put forward by you: by order of the Italian 
Government in its Note of May 350th, it 
only remains for me to express the hope 
that the good relations between the two 
countries will not in any way be disturbed 
by these regrettable occurrences. 

“T note with pleasure the assurances 
which you have given in your letter re- 
garding the spirit which imspires_ the 
Italian Government, and I am happy to 
be able to assure you that the Yugo-Slav 
Government is inspired by the same spirit, 
and that in consequence it is firmly deter- 
mined to prevent anything which might 
threaten' the good relations between our 
two countries in conformity with the letter 
and the spirit of the treaty of friendship 
uniting them.”’

Those who shook their heads over Mr. Sean 
O Casey's future when they heard that the 
playwaight was going to take up his residence 
in London will find some confirmation of their 
fears in the fact that the Abbey Theatre 
directors have rejected his new play, “The 
Silver Tassie.”’ 

The correspondence on the matter which 
passed between Mr. O'Casey and the directors 
has been sent by the author jo the 
Observer, and it is Interesting to note that 
Senator W. B. Yeats is one of those who 


_regard Mr. G’Casey’s ‘transfer to London as a 


mistake. In a letter to Lady Gregory, en- 
closing his opinion of the piay, he added: “I 
did not think it tactful to say in my letter 
that he [Sean O'Casey] has left his material 
here in Dublin, and will, in all likelihood, 
never find it anywhere else, because he cannot 
become a cuild again and crow up there. I 
did not say that to him because I thonght he 
might suspect me of exaggerating some of his 
faults “in order to lure him back.”’ 


A STRANGE MIXTURE. 


Mr. Lennox Robinson, in sending tne new 
play to Lady Gregory, suggested that O'Casey 
was*secking a new manner and had fallen 
between two stools. 

“The first act,” he savs. 
() Casey. and very good, T think; 
act in the modern Russo-Cerman manner is 
very fine, I think, diffieuit to do and get 
right, but not impossible, and should be very 
effective I like the third and fourth acts 
much less. I don't think the mixture of the 
two manners—the realism of the first act and 
the un-realism of the secord—succeeds, and 
the characters who were Dxblin slum in the 
beginning the play end by being of nowhere. 
The last acis remind me very much of those 
first O’Caseys: ‘ The Frost in the Flower.’ 
etc. | wonder if you will agree with me at 
all.- t°m giad he is groping towards a new 
gnanner—he couldn't go on writing slum plays 
for ever and ever—but I wish the second half 
of his play was better.’’

YEATS “ SAD AND DISCOURAGED.” 


The letter which Senator Yeats wrote to 
Mr. O'Casey sent to him after it had 
heen read by Lady Gregory. It is as follows:

Dear Casey, 
; . | had looked forw ard with great 
hope and excitement to reading your play, 
and not merely because ef my admiration for 
your work, for I bore in mind that the Abbey 
owed recent prosperity to vou. If vou 
had not brought us your plays just at that 
moment IT doubt if it would now exist. 1] 
read the first act with admiration. I thought 
it was the best first act vou had written, and 
told a frend that you had surpassed your: 
self. The next night I read the second and 
third acts, and to-night I have read the fourth. 
I am sad and discouraged ; you have no sub- 
yect. You were interested in the Irish Civil 
War, and at the very moment of those plays 
wrote out of your own amusement with life or 
your sense of its tragedy; you were excited, 
and we all caught your excitement; you were 
exasperated almost beyond endurance by what 
vou had seen or heard as a man is by what 
iappens under his window, and you moved, 
us as Swift moved his contemporaries. 

But vou are not omterested in the great 
war: you never stood on its battlefields or 
walked its hospitals, and so write out of your 
opinions. You illustrate those opinions by a 
series of unrelated scenes, as you might in 
a leading article; there is no dominating char- 
acter, no dominating action, neither psycholo- 
gical unity nor unity of action; and your 
great power of the past has been the creation 
of some unique character who dominated all 
about him. and was himself a main impulse 
in some action that filled the play from begin- 
hing to end, 

The mere greatness of the world war has 
thwarted vou; it has refused to become mere 
background, and obtrudes itself upon the 
stage as so much dead wood that will not 
burn with the dramatic fire. Dramatic action 
is a fire that must burn up everything but 
itself; there should be no room in a play 
for anvthing that does not belong to it; the 
whole history of the world must be reduced 
to wallpaper in front of which the characters 
must p%se and speak, 

Among the things that 
must burn. up are the author's 
while he i writing he has no husiness to 
know anything that is not a portion of that 
action. Do you suppose for one moment 
that Shakespeare educated Hamlet and King 
Lear by telling them what he thought and 
believed / As see it, Hamlet and Lear 
cclucated Shakespeare, and | have no doubt 
that in the process of that education he 
found out that he was an altogether different 
man: to what he thought himself, and 
had altogether different beliefs. A drama- 
tist car help his characters to educate him 
ly thinking and studying everything that 
gives them the language they are groping 
for through his hands and eyes, but the 
control must be theirs, and that is why the 
ancient philosophers thought a poet or 
dramatist Daimon-possessed. 

This is a hateful letter to write, or rather 
to dictate—I am dictating to my wife—-and 
al] the more SO, because ] cannot advise you 
to amend the play. It is all too abstract, 
after the first act; the second act is ar 
interesting technical experiment, but it is 
too long for the material; and after that 
there is nothing. I imagine how you 
have toiled over this play. A good scenario 
writes itself, it puts words into the mouths 
of all the characters while we sieep, but a 
had scenario exacts the most miserable toil, 
[ see x for it but a new theme, somoe- 
tang vou have found anc no newspaper 
writer has ever found. What business have 
we with anything but the unique

“ IMPUDENTLY IGNORANT.” 


This letter followed by one, dated 
April 25, addressed to Lady Gregory by 
Senator Yeats, in which he suggested that 
“the most censiderate thing for us to do 
is to suggest that he [Sean O'Casey]  with- 
draws it. My letter gives an opinion, but 
does not absolutely reject. He could 
withdraw the play for ‘ revision’ and let 
that be known to the Press. He should say 
that he himself had become dissatisfied 
aud had written to ask it back. srs 

Mr. OCasey, in the course of his answer 
to Mr. Yeats, said 

How do you know that I am not interested 
imethe Great War? Perhaps because I never 
mentioned it to you. Your statement is to 
me au impudently ignorant one to make, 
for it happens that I was and am passion- 
ately interested in the Great War, Through- 
out its duration I felt and talked of nething 
else; brodéded, wondered and was amazed. 

You say ‘‘you never stood on its baitle- 
fields.” Do you really mean that no one 
should or could write about or speak about 
a war because one has not stood on the 
battlefields’ Were you serious when you 
dictated that—really serious now? Was 
Shakespeare at Actium or Phillipi; was G. 
B. Shaw in the boats with the French, or in 
the forts with the British when St. Joan and 
Dunes made» the attack that relieved 
Orleatts? And someone, I think, wrote a 
poem about Tir-na nÓg. who never took 
header into the Land of Youth. And does 
war GOnsist only of battlefields? 

But I have walked some of the hospital 
wards, I have talked and walked and 
smoked, and sung with the  blue-suited 
wounded men fresh from the front: I’ve 
been With the armless, the legless, the blind, 
the gassed, and the shell-shocked. oe 

I’m afraid I can’t make my mind mix 
withthe sense of importance you give to “a 
domifiatinge character,” , In ‘ The 
Silver.-Tassie’’ you have a unique work that 
dominates all the characters in the play. I 
remember talking to Lady Gregory about 
" The-Plough and the Stars”’ before it was 
produced, and I remember her saying that 
‘The Plough” mightn’t be so popular as 
“Juno,” because there wasn't in the play a 
character so dominating and all pervading 
as “Juno,” yet ‘The Plough ' is a better 
work than “Juno.” and, in my opinion—an 
important one—‘*The Silver Tassie,' because 
of, or in spite of, the lack of a dominating 
character, is a greater work than “The 
Plough and the Stars.” 

Ay a to your advice, that I should ask

! GENEVA, June 95. 

After their long jovrney, Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain and his party spent this morning, 
which was one of glorious sunshine, in thew 
hotel. To-night they are dining with Bir 
Eric Drummond. 

Diseussing the sitvation in the train with 
the Press Association s Cortespondent, the 
Foreign Secretary sand :— 

“On my arrival in Paris Lord Crewe and I 
drove straight to the Quai d'Orsay, where we 
were received by M. Briand, with whom I 
conversed for about an hour. In the course of 
eur conversation we, naturaliy, passed im 
review the principal papers on the agenda 
of the Couneil, aud availed ourselves of the 
opportunity to continue the conversations 
begun some time since on the subject of dis- 
2rinament. 

‘‘ In regard to the work of the Council, we 
found ourselves, as was to be expected from 
eur previous collaborations, in a great mea- 
sure in agreement. On the question of dis- 
armament some progress has been made. At 
the last meeting of the Disarmament Com- 
wittee certain conversations were proceeding. 
lhese were resumed, and some progress is 
to be recorded.”’ 

NOTABLE ABSENTEES. 

.On being asked what he thought about the 
absence of M. Briand and Dr. Stresemann 
from this Council, Sir Austen said—‘‘ Of 
course, it is a matter of profound regret 
to me that Dr. Stresemann and M. Briand 
were unable to attend this Cauncil. I have 
always maintained that one of the advantages 
of the meetings of the Council is the oppor- 
tunity given for personai intercourse between 
Foreign Ministers, but this is, so to speak, 
a bye-product—though a most valuable one— 
of Geneva, 

“I come to Geneva for the Council, and 
thus have the advantage of meeting. other 
Foreign Ministers, but the fact of certain 
absences does not dispense me from my duty 
to the Couneil, or lessen the importance of 
the Council meeting. ' 

WHY SIR AUSTEN GOES TO GENEVA. 

“1 shall miss my absent colleagues, both 
as Foreign Ministers and as personal friends, 
but still the work of the Council must go on, 
irrespective of the absence of some members. 
Possibly I, myself, may be prevented from 
attending one day, but it has never occurred 
to me that the abhgence of my colleagues 
should prevent me from coming to Geneva. 
“Perhaps more than anyone I have insisted 
on the value of what I have called a bye- 
product of the Council meeting, and some 
have professed to believe that I went to 
Geneva only for the sake of these conversa- 
tions, and not for Council business. I hope 
my presence in Geneva now “will be evidence 
that I go to the Geneva Council as a Council, 
and for the conduct of League business.”

OUTLAWING OF WAR.

M. BRIAND’S STATEMENT. 
From Revter’s Corresponnent 
PARIS, Sunday. 

M. Briand made the following statement 
to the representatives of the Press after his 
conversation with Sir Austen Chamberlain 
this evening :— ; 

My colleague and friend, Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, took the opportunity of his journey 
through Paris, on his way to Geneva to 
attend the fiftieth session of the Council of 
the League of Nations, to call and see me, 
and express his pleasure at my recovery from 
my illness. We are in agreement in regard 
to all the problems on the agenda, and we 
will pursue our efforts towards their solution 
in the most friendly spirit. 

We examined, in particular, the problem of 
disarmament, which will be discussed by the 
Preparatory Disarmament Committee in July. 
Owing to the state of my health, I shall 
be represented at Geneva by M. Paul 
Boncour, the second French delegate to the 
League of Nations. 

THE MULTILATERAL PACT. 

The negotiations fo: a multilateral pact 
to outlaw war was aleo a subject of dis- 
cussion by the two Ministers. M. Briand 
declared that the negotiations were proceed- 
ing favourably, and he said that he was 
convinced that they would shortly reach a 
happy conclusion. It was obvious that, 
as Mr. Kellogg had extended his initial 
proposal of a _ bilateral pact between 
France and the United States to a multi- 
lateral pact, to include a certain number of 
Powers, France had found it necessary to 
make reservations, and to ask for explana- 
tions, with the object of clarifying the 
negotiations. 

The desired end had been attained, as the 
Powers interested had come to understand 
the French point of view, and Mr. Kellogg 
had declared at the recent dinner of the 
American Association of International Law, 
that “he understood the feelings on which 
our attitude was based. The French point 
of view is, therefore, safeguarded, and it only 
remains to find a formula which will 
reconcile all points of view.” '

BISHOP SPEAKS OF 
“ MALICIOUS GOSSIP.’’ 


“ My inquwries make it clear that the fault 
tloes net lie only on one side,” declared the 
Bishop of Blackburn in a letter to the Secre- 
tary of St. Christopher's Churgh, More 
eambe, with regard to a dispnte between 
the Vicar, the Rev, Flintoff Wood, and mem 
bers of his congregation 

Church officers had refused to do their 
'nties, saying that they objected to the 
vicar’s Anglo-Catholic views and his conduct. 
At the request of the bishop, an inquiry was 
conducted by the Archdeacon of Lancaster, 
at which both sides gave evidence. 

The bishop stated that he thinks the vicar 
had been at times ‘‘ peremptory in his 
methods, injudicious and tactless in his man- 
ners, and natura] resentment against this has 
outweighed his spiritual efforts.”” Mr. Wood 
had endeavoured to build up a sovnd spiritual 
life, but “ people have rejected hig leader- 
ship and resented his advice. Some have 
thought more of making St. Christopher's a 
social centre than of building its spiritual 
power. 

“There has been malicious gossip with 
regard to Mr. Wood's moral character, 
which has, I am convinced, no foundation, 
but this gossip has, no doubt, contributed to 
undermine his influence.” Without accepting 
the bishop’s letter as a solution of the 
d'fferences, a church meeting appointed offi- 
cers. Part of the congregation, however. 
refuse to return before the vicar has altered 
his methods.

GOING TO ROME. 


AN EFFORT 'TO SECURE

PARIS, Sunday. 
feel not the slightest bit 
belligerent. All that we ask is peace— 
peace and guiet.” Archbishop Leopol 
Ruiz, head of the Mexican Episcopacy, 
representing the nineteen bishops exiled 
from Mexico in April, 1927, by resident 
Calles. made this statement while passing 
through Paris during the week-end when 
en route to Rome to ask the Pope to use 
his influence in bringing about peace 
between the Church and State in Mexico.. 

Until the revolution of a year ago, he 
explained, he presided over the rich 
diocese of Michoacan, on the Pacific coast. 
The people, he said, in the three hundred 
parishes of Michoacan are deeply religious 
When the new rules were inaugurated 
constraining the Church against public 
services, marriages and baptisms without 
the consent of the local Government, and 
State supervision of the revenues, the 
populace revolted The same thing 
also happened in many other provinces 
throughout Mexico 

THE VISIT TO ROME. _— 

President Calles, he continued, thinking 
that the Archbishops were the ring-leaders 
of the rebellion, expelled nineteen © 
them. But we found a friendly haven in 
the United States. where the American 
Government, I am happy to say, extended 
us every possible courtesy, and was most 
comforting. His present journey to Rome, 
he went on, is brought about by the fact 
that President Obregon is now about fe 
assume the reins of Government 1 
Mexico,, and the exiled priests are anxious 
as to their proper course of procedure.

MAN AND WOMAN WITH

MAN’S BODY TAKEN UP AT 
BIRMINGHAM. 


Police officers and a Professor of Pathology 
were present in Lodge Hill Cemetery, Bir- 
mingham, on Saturday night to supervise the 
exhumation on the Coroner’s authority of the 
body of Benjamin Cooper, aged 41, of Lifford 
lane, King’s Norton. There were only a few 
people gathered about the principal entrance 
to the cemetery, as the time of the exhuma- 
tion had been kept a secret. 

It was half-past eight when the superin- 
tendent of the cemetery led to the grave Mr. 
Hawkins, Chief of the Birmingham Coroner’s 
Dey.artment; Dr. Lamb, Professor of Pathology 
at Birmingham University; Detective Super- 
intendent Burnett, of the Birmingham Crimi- 
nal Investigation Department; Superintendent 
Harrison, and a group of gravediggers. 
Mrs. Cooper, the wigow, was also present, 
accompanied by a friend, and when the coffin 
was brought to the surface she identified it 
by the plate. ' 

The remains were taken to the mortuary at 
Newton street, where a: post-mortem examina- 
tion was made. The body is to be re- 
interred to-day. The inquest has been fixed 
for Thursday. 

Cooper died in Selly Oak Hospital, Bir- 
mingham, on May 16, the day of his ad- 
mission. It is understood that the death 
certificate gives pneumonia as the cause of 
death, and the decision to exhume the body 
was made on receipt of subsequent informa- 
tion.

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Those. whose interest in the Stock Exchange 
is represented by holdings of more or less 
speculative securities do not trouble to 
follow the monetary situation which to them 
is a matter of no importance, but if) they 
realised that an important development of 
the position in Lombard street may make a 
material difference io the course of markets 
as a whole, they would probably evince a 
greater interest in the subject. If the Bank 
rate had to be raised to 5 per cent., and for 
some reason the prospects were that a higher 
figure’ even might be necessary, it 18 
absolutely certain that the adverse effects 
would not be confined to securities directly 
influenced by a change in the general level 
of interest rates, but would extend to 
Ordin shares, even those paying a good 
dividend, and even to gambling counters. 
The cost of bankers’ loans for the purpose of 
financing Stock Exchange transactions would 
be increased, as also would the cost of such 
accommodation for genuine trade purposes. 
Trade might canals suffer considerably 
from. the imposition of high money fates, 
and poorer trade would ultimately affect the 
Stock Exchange. 


INFLUENCE OF CHEAPER CREDIT 


These conditions would be approximately 
reversed if the Bank rate were reduced. 
These questions call for discussion now, be- 
cause there is at least a chance that we may 
have a reduction in the official minimum, 
for the first time for over a year, owing to 
the heavy influx of gold, actual and prospec- 
tive, from the United States. Hitherto much 
doubt had been felt upon this point, ny 
because of the possibility of the New York 
rate being further raised in order to check 
the speculation in securities on the other 
side. Owing to the remarkable steadiness 
of the sterling. dollar exchange, in face of 
gold exports and the rise in money rates in 
America, this fear has largely or entirely 
disappeared, and the view is gaining ground 
that whatever may happen in New York it 
should be possible for the directors of the 
Bank of England to reduce their rate. Such 
a wovement would undoubtedly give a fresh 
impetus to Stock Exchange business. Short- 
dated Government securities, such as 
Treasury Bonds, would be first affected, be- 
cause of purchases from the money market 
by those unable to employ funds remunera- 
tivély by loans or by. discounting bills., The 
demand would pecs extend to long- 
dated stocks, and ultimately would embrace 
fixed interest securities generally, the rise 
fa which. would react: favourably upon sound 

dina¥y shares. . While; therefore, the mone- 
tary, situation may be regafded' as a most 
uninteresting “matter by some people, the 
‘prospects have “an impertant bearing. ppon 
the: probable course-of markets in the future, 
and «cannot: be ignored. 


OPTIONS. 


To some people option business is very 
attractive. he initial expense is compara- 
tively moderate, but there are possibilities of 
reaping a substantial profit if things go right, 
while any loss involved is limited to the 
amount “paid for the option, less certain de- 
ductions which will be explained later. It 
may be assumed that a man gives for the call 
of Mexican Eagles three months hence. The 
price of such an option would be about 4s. 
per share. If by’the date the option matures 
the price has risen 6s., there is an apparent 
profit of 2s. per share, which, on 50 shares, 
would be £5.

There is, however, a method of taking ad- 
vantage of such a movement, but it is one 
that the ordinary investor is not likely to 
adopt.

This operation is 
really selling short—acting on the bear tack, 
in faet—but if it could be. practised until the 
date of the expiration of the option the 
shares would be called at 34s.

MARKET OUTLOOK. 


Last week provided no indication of the 
robable course of markets in the future. 
hey had not really settled down after. the 
Whitsun vacation, and throughout the period 
business remained on a comparatively smal] 
scale. Generally the tone was firm in face of 
one or two rather adverse influences, such as 
the severe cut in the Anglo-American Oil 
dividend and the terms upon which new 
shares of the Imperial Chemical Industries 
are to be offered. These, of course, are 
merely passing influences, and will be 
quickly forgotten. That the general feelin 
is optimistic is indicated by the strength o 
some mining shares, the better trend of 
rubbers, and the manner in which prices of 
industrial issues are maintained. As pre- 
viously stated, much will depend upon the 
course of events in New York, and at pre- 
sent there is no sign of a break there, while 
the future is likely to witness various 
developments of a character that will keep 
the speculative interest well to the fore. 


STOCK EXCHANGE AND THE 
PUBLIC. 


In view of the great increase of public 
interest in the stock markets in recent years, 
and more particularly, perhaps, during the 
last twelve months or so, it is rather a pity 
that the authorities of the Stock Exchanges, 
and especially the London Stock Exchange, 
do not make better known the advantages of 
dealing only with a recognised member. No 
member of the London institution is allowed 
to advertise for business purposes, and there 
is a good deal to be soll in favour of this 
rule, but there is nothing to prevent the 
Committee affording more official publicity 
to the manner in which business is con- 
ducted, the cost of transactions in brokers’ 
commissions and stamp duties, and the safe- 
guards which the public enjoy by dealing 
only through a member of a recognised 
Stock Exchange. 


A SUGGESTION. 


It might be suggested also that the Com- 
mittee could issue a list of brokers who are 
willing to undertake business for people of 
moderate means, that is, to carry out irans- 
actions on a small scale. Such business, pro- 
portionately, is not as remunerative as ijarge 
transactions, but there must be some firms 
who are willing to accept it for the sake of 
jincreasing their connection. At present the 
Committee, on request, will send a printed 
list of brokers, but this does not indicate 
which firm would be willing to undertake the 
business of the small man, and conceivably a 
prospective client might pick out the name 
of the Government broker who is accustomed 
to deal in millions of stock at a time. With. 
out this greater publicity, which appears to 
be so essential, Bus is a danger. that some 
people may fall victims to the wiles of the 


unscrupulous bucket-shop keeper and other 
swindlers.

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MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW. 
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FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


As can only be expected, the Whitsuntide 
holidays have interfered with all branches of 
trade in this centre, and, so far as the 
provision section was concerned, the business 
done at the close of the week was confined 
mainly to buyers who covered urgent require- 
ments only. Advices from Denmark point to 
larger production of butter in that country, 
and Irish shipments are also increasing. 
Heavy quantities of Australian butter have 
been coming forward lately, a result, it is 
— of the so-called Paterson system 

y which the inland consumption of butter 
is taxed for the benefit of that shipped 
abroad, for which is paid an export premium. 
These shipments, however, are expected to 
decline rapidly henceforward, the season now 
being practically over. As already mentioned, 
the Danish produetion is !arge, but, as tin 
packing will commence in that country in 
a week or two, this should absorb an 
appreciable proportion of the output. There 
is at present an excellent demand for bacon 
practically all over the country, and available 
supplies are barely sufficient to meet current 
requirements. Prices have gradually 
improved, but are still below those ruling last 
Ex and, there is no doubt, the low prices 

ve caused a much increased all round 
consumption of bacon. At the time of 
writing no official change was recorded in 
spot prices, but there is every likelihood of 
higher prices being fixed when the Bacon 
Committee meet this week-end. While there 
is little new to record in eggs, prices remain 
steady. 

A good demand was reported for fat cattle 
at Salford market on Tuesday last, but the 
lamb trade ruled slow. [Irish stock was 
generally in small compass, but the fat 
cattle section included some nice useful 
beasts, especially suitable for the small joints 
now so pop in this district. While 
weather conditions militated against business 
at the Manchester Pig Market, there was

Started in 1907 hy the AuteCycle Union to 
“improve the breed” of the then far from perfect 
motor bicycle, they have been continved nnin- 
terruptediy, except for the period of the Great 
War, and this year’s events are the sixteenth of 
the series.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CHURCHES. 


‘God, the Only Cause and Creator,’ was 
the subject of the lesson-sermon in all 
Churches of Christ, Seientist, yesterday. 
The golden text was from Psalms 115, 15: 
“ Ye are blessed of the Lord which made 
heaven and earth.” Amongst the citations 
which comprised the lesson-sermon was the 
following from the Bible: ‘‘ Beloved, follow 
not that which is evil, but that which is 
good.

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RACING PROSPECTS. ~ 
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Epsom Week: Candidates for the Derby; 
‘Royal Minstrel Scare: The 
French Challenge.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

All England has been stirred to its depths 
since yesterday morning by the suggestion 
that Captain Gough, the owner of the pro- 
minent Derby candidate, Royal Minstrel, who 
disappeared into Africa four months ago on 
a shooting and hunting expedition, might 
have been accidentally killed. Captain Boyd- 
Rochfort has heard nothing of him since 
he received a note last February saying he 
was going to disappear in Africa for six 
morths, and all his efforts to get in touch 
with him since have failed. 

Powerfui brains were reeling yesterday 
trying to visualise the am ag involv- 
ing millons of money, should Royal Minstrel 
win next Wednesday, and it be discovered 
later that the owner was dead, and that the 
horse was not qualified to run, and would 
thewefore lose the stakes. Such a situation 
would transcend all the improbabilities of the 
wildest fiction. The newspapers were cabling 
all over the place yesterday trying to locate 
Captain Gough, and one of them has had a 
message saying he left Nairobi last Saturday 
on his way to the Belgian Congo to tak 
photographs of giant gorillas. ' 

Here surely is a situation such as no man 
could contemplate in his wildest 4dreams— 
the- photographers on Derby Day “ snapping ”’ 
Royal Minstrel and the colt’s owner clicking 
his camera at the same moment in the face of 
a giant gorilla in the Belgian Congo. A 
more practical matter ts that if Royal Minstrel 
wins, or is placed, the setiling over the 
Derby may be delayed for a week, The 
margin of accident in the case of a man 
who is engaged in the very hazardous pastime 
of chasing gorillas is a wide one, and until 
be returns there must be doubt about his 
MleLy. 

RULES OF BETTING. 

lt is stated in the Rules of Betting made 
hy Tattersall’s Committee that if no objection 
is made within seven days of the race bets 
go to the horse placed first by the Judge, 
and, the settling, except in cases of fraud. 
thall not be disturbed. This delaying of a 
settlement over Royal Minstrel would seem 
to cover any question that might arise after- 
wards, and, I suppose, in similar fashion the 
highly-complicated questions of the payment 
of the millions that are invoived this year in 
sweepstakes could be dealt with, though this 
is doubtful. 

In the meantime Royal Minstrel, unaware 
of all the pother, continues to do well; and 
since the Guineas he has come on in exactly 
the way that his trainer wished. It seemed 
on Guineas day that he could be made a 
10lbs better horse when the Derby® came 
round. There is every reason to believe that 
he has come on well, and his trainer is well 
satistied with him. 

It is not certain—at least it’ was not so 
up to yesterday morning—that Childs will 
ride him in the Derby, as Fred Darling, who 
has a claim on him, had not definitely 
released him. Though it is certain that 
Gordon Richards will ride Sunny Trace it is 
just possible that Darling may claim Childs 
to ride The Wheeler. In the event of this, 
Mr. Persse may release Harry Beasley from 
O’Curry to ride the grey colt, and hand the 
mount on Mr. Sullivan's colt to P. Beasley, 
a young jockey who is making great progress, 
and is good enough when the horse is good 
enough. At his present price—100 to 6— 
Royal Minstrel is easily the most attractive 
colt in the race. 

FAIRWAY'S LAST GALLOP. 

We have arrived at the Sunday before the 
Derby without any alarms affecting the health 
of any of the leading candidates. Fairway 
did his last gallop yesterday morning and 
impressed the onlookers as having gone 
a little sluggishly and not in quite sach con. 
vineing fashion as he went last Wednesday. 
Not much attention need be paid to this, for 
he is one of those good colts who will] not 
extend themselves of their own free will 

One can only hope that his jockey will not 
rouse him too much in the early stages of the 
nace next Wednesday and try to emulate his 
feat on Sansovino of winning by eight lengths 
While 1 do not doubt the ability of Fairway 
a mile and a half when judiciously 
is doubtful whether he has the 
reserve of stamina that San- 


to wet 
ridden, if 
same limitless 
sovino had. 

lt is possible that Fairway will now be 
easier to back. He appears to have been 
drawn in the Calcutta Sweep by someone in 
Kngland, and if this fortunate individual sells 
half his—or her—share, as prudent folk do, 
a great deal of money will be released to ease 
the horse’s position in the market. 

Flamingo is well and is a perfectly trained 
horse. There is complete confidence in him 
on the part of Jack Jarvis and Elliott, and 
the fact that he has been easier to back in 
the last few days is due to the steady oc- 
cumulation of money for Fairway. 


DONOGHUE’S OPINION. 

Sunny Trace continues to be well supported, 
and Gang Warily has come to a ridiculous 
price, 100 to 6. Donoghue likes him very 
much as a ride. He is a beautifully-balanced 
colt and as handy as a pony, but the grave 
trouble in his case is the fact that the Derby 
comes three weeks or a month too soon for 
him. He came to Walter Nightingall just this 
period too Jate for him to get him absolutely 
fit. For a severe race like the Derby I do 
not like colts that have not had the orthodox 
preparation 

Beary seems to have a great deal of con- 
fidence in the ability of Ranjit Singh to win, 
and that is all that can be said for him The 
French candidates, Bubbles and Palais Royal, 
have arrived in England, the latter 
having a ship chartered specially to 
take him across the Channel. It is said that 
when Palais Royal was beaten into fourth 
place behind Bubbles last Sunday in the 
Prix Lupin he was interfered with. A friend 
who saw the race, however, tells me that the 
interference is not a good enough excuse for 
his hollow defeat. 

Bubbles has only run four times in all, 
gaining third place c his first appearance, 
and winning his other races. He is thought 
to be a good colt, and likely to finish in 
front of Palais Reyal, whose owner has 
£2,000 on him, and has also bought a half- 
share in the ticket which has drawn in 
the Calcutta Sweep. It is stated that Bubbles 
had only just recovered from at accident 
when he aon the Prix Lupin, and the 
decision to run him was not made until the 
last moment. When we have such colts as 
Fairway and Royal Minstrel I do not think 
wé have much to fear from either Bubbles 
or Palais Royal. 


FELSTEAD'S CHANCE. 

| was a good deal taken with the good 
performance of Felstead in his race at Hurst 
Park last Monday, and if some of the 
jockeys on the favourites indulge in cutting 
each other's throats, Felstead, who stays as 
wel! as one expects from a son of Spion Kop, 
might be staving on the better at the finish. 
The same remark applies to Lord Rosebery's 
colt, Camelford. 

Lord Rosebery, by the way, has offered 
the hospitality of the Durdans stables to 
Bubbles, who. is owned by his relative bv 
marriage, Baron Edouard de Rothschild, the 
head of the French branch of the house. 

We are likely to see a good field for the 
Coronation Cup on Wednesday, for I unde 
stand that Mr. Persse will give his Halian: 
bred colt, Apelle, his first race of the season. 
Book Law will, of course, be in the field. as 
well as Finglas, for whom the distance may 
be too short, and it is als» hoped to wun 
Dark Japan if he has sufficiently recovered. 
He was hurt when he ocllided with the rails 
in the race for the Jubilee. There is every 
reason to expect that .ook Law will win. 

I gather that there is no great’ confidence 
af, Stanley House in the chance of Toboggan 
in the Oaks. She has not done as well as 
expected. She looked to be the principal 
danger to Scuttle, and if she is not at her 
best there may be nothing good enough to 
heat the King’s filly. I believe that Juris- 
diction is thought likely to run into a place 
at least, but that her chaneé@ is not con- 
sidered to be so good as that‘ of her stable 
companion, Sanny Trace, in the Derby. 


A MANCHESTER RECORD. ' 

The Manchester four-day meeting ended 
yesterday as it began, in a blaze of sunshine. 
and four consecutive days of racing without 
a drop of rain must be a record for Man- 
chester. The ground was termbly hard for 
the oncluding afternoon, and fields were again 
small, The Salford Borough Handicap pro- 
duced a batch well helow the average of the 
race, and it was won easily by the lton 
filly, Six Wheeler,: whose ~penalty for her 
victory on Wednesday had brought her 
weight from 6st. to Ost. 7Ib. ' 

Grandmaster, who started fayourite, made 


the running from-The Lawyer, with the 


favourite third, and. Dark Warrior, who did 
not seem io be able to show his best on the 
hard ground, next. Tom Fair, who was 
bandaged in front, was another who did ‘not 
seem to like the conditions. 

Mr. J. B. Joel produced in the Red Rose 
Stakes a speedy three-year-old, Dark Fire, 
who had only run once, when he finished well 
behind Flamingo at Sandown last July.

TOURNAMENT AT CORK. 


GUARD CHASE WINS ON POINTS.

There was an international flavour about 
the boxing tournament held at the Palace 
Theatre, Cork, last Saturday night, when 
Civic Guard champions had as opponents 
Loudon Police and British Army champions. 

The principal fight was a six-round middle- 
weight contest between Guard Chase, cham- 
pion of Ireland for the past three years, and 
Police-Constable Egan, European Police cham- 
pion.

Both fell through the ropes in tho 
first round, during which. and also in the two 
sucveeding moieties, Sharkey forced the pace. 
Although showing more signs of punishment 
than his opponent. Allen collected points for 
his cleverness in defence, and up to the fifth 
round matters were even. The sixth was all 
in Allen’s favour, and in this round Sharkey 
received a severe gruelling. Guard McCabe 
(Dublin Metropolitan Division) retired in the 
second round im his fight with Bombardier 
Smith (Spike Island), the champion of Malta 
in 1926. The Dubliner had the better of the 
exchanges in the opening stages, but in the 
second round his right eye was completely 
closed. 

Police-Constable Bone (London), welter- 
weight champion, defeated Police-Constable 
Rogers (London), one of the semi-finalists in 
the European championship. 

In a six-round middle-weight bout Police- 
Coustable Oakes (London Police champion) 
defeated Guard M. O'Neill. Some nice boxing 
was witnessed inthis contest, but O'Neill 
was inchned to wildness and was not so 
clever us his opponent.

colours. He certainly reads a rare bargain at 
the 100 guineas Mr. Myerscough paid for him 
at Goff’s Ballsbridge sales last year, and those 
who ‘‘crabbed’’ the chestnut at the ringside 
on that occasion. would have good reason to 
revise their estimate of him. Soloptic, in 
whom there is room to work improvement, as 
she is not yet as fit as she can be made, got 
rid of her jockey on reaching the starting 
post, but he was quickly in the saddle again, 
and, well away, she kept on terms with Prince 
Meteor for a little more than half the journey, 
from which point the colt’ had her measure, 
and drawing right away won with consummate 
ease. 
Those who laid the odds on Flying Arab for 
the Welter Plate got a fright when Rattling 
Toi caught and headed him in the last fifty 
vards, but the favourite came again and 
scrambled home by a short head, thus saving 
the situation. A rank outsider in Homeward 
prevailed over. the more fancied Hanoverian 
and nine others in the Glencairn Plate after 
another thrilling finish. Neither Dame Agnes, 
Athbeg nor Chin Pheonix, who were well 
backed, was as well away from the “ gate ”’ 
as the winner, who early established a clear
